Claims 1 - 4 and 8 have been 
rejected in the current Office Actfc n. New claim 1 5 is added in this response. 

Claims 1, 4 and 8 were rc Jected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) or, in the alternative, as 
unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. 1051(a) over US Patent No. 6.410.464. issued to Menzies. Claims 
1 - 4 and 8 were also rejected as unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over US Patent No. 
6,455,133, issued to Furukawa. < Nairn 1 has been amended to provide that the copolymer is 
formed via free radical polymeria Bon. it is respectfully submitted that neither Menzies nor 
Furukawa disclose, teach or sugg est a copolymer formed via free radical polymerization. 
Accordingly, it is respectfully subr litted that claims 1 - 4, 8 and 15 are patentable under 35 
» and 35 U S C. 1 03(a) in view of Menzies or Furukawa.
